Without in terms 
disputing the accuracy of that 
characterization, Walsh compared 
the record of Mellon with that of 
McAdoo, to the-advantage of the 
latter. 

The fame of the present Secre- 
tary, he pointed out. rested ona 
record of tax reduction that! in- 
eevitably followed a “plethoric con- 
dition of the Treasury,’ while Mc- 
Adoo had gained distinction 
through his much more difficult 
feat of raising vast sums for the 
prosecution of the war. 

“He faced a burden,” said Walsh, 
“such as confronted none of his 
predecessors in our time. And no 
man has suggested that the duty 
was not performed with perfect 
fidelity.’’ 

Coming down to his own part in 
the uncovering of the oil scandals, 
Walsh said that if he had been paid 
a fee for the restoration of the oll 
lands to the people, commensurate 
with what would have been al- 
lowed by a court in a comparable 
proceeding in private life, he would 
have been made richer than he had 
ever hoped or desired to be. On 
the strength of a statement by the 
present Secretary of the Navy, who 
said that the recovered oil fields 
contained 1,000,000;000 barrels of 
oil, Walsh estimated the value of 
the recovery at $1,000,000,000. 


Paid in Gratitude of People. 

“The press of the country,’ he 
said, “has been kind enough to 
eredit me in some degree with 
that result. I have been paid in 
the gratitude of the American 
people, which the Senator from 
Indiana would now like to snatch 
away from me.” 
Walsh again exploded Robin- 
son’s charge that he was largely 
responsible for the leasing policy 
under which the Teapot Dome and 
Elk Hille reserves were surren- 
dereé for private exploitation. He 
showed from the record that the 
leasing bill, on which Robinson 
based this charge—a bill in which 
Walsh was interested—was a gen- 
eral bill dealing with the Wester:

Descendant of French Huguenots, 
Depew was born at Peekskill, 
N. ¥., April 23, 1834. His ancest- 
the paternal side were 
French Huguenots who came to 
America in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and on the maternal side he 
was descended from Roger Sher- 
man a signer of the Declaration 
of Independence. The house 
where he was born had been the 
Depew -homestead for more than 
200 years. 
His father, 
a merchant and farmer, also was 
a pioneer in river transportation 
between Peekskill and New York 
City. His mother, a woman of 
literary tastes, was chiefly respon- 
sible for the thoroughness of her 
son's education. He obtained his 
preliminary training in, Peekskill 
Academy and in 1852 entered Yale, 
from which he graduated four 
years later as a. barrister. 
Returning to the farm at the

On his  ninety-third 
birthday he agreed to join the 
New York Young | Republican 
Club, because he felt contact with 
young men was the only way to 
keep in touch with. the: world's 
activities. He always expressed 
the belief that he would live to 
be 100 years old.

Commenting on am announcement 
of the Federal Public Health Bu- 
reau Service that man’s span of 
life had been. increased 15 years 
since 1870, to 56, Depew gaid he 
believed “common sense. rather 
than money glands or monkey 
glands is what is lengthening the 
span of life.” 


In one after-dinner speech he 
said he had talked to the soldiers 
of every war in which the United 
States had been engaged. 


“Everything Comes in Time.” 


“Do vou know,” he said on an.- 
other occasion, “that if you live 
long enough nearly everything 
will come to you? It.is only a 
matter of time, and the beautiful 
thing about it is that, when you 
have advanced in years, your stat- 
ing the thing doesn’t lead people 
to believe that you are bragging 
about yourself. because it is what 
comes in the course of nature.

UGH AS EXCESSIVE 


New. York Physician Sues Es- 
tate of Mrs. J. B. Black- 
well for 2 Years’ Service. 


A bill for $33,914 for medical 
services extending over a period of 
two years, presented by Dr. Mal- 
ford Wilcox Thewlis of New York 
City against the estate of Mrs. Jo- 
sephine Blount Blackwell, widow 
of a St. Louis chemist, who died 
last Sept. 9 at Atlantic City, is be- 
ing contested as excessive by the 
St. Louis Union Trust Co., execu- 
tors of her estate. 

Dr. Thewlis filed suit against the 
Blackwell estate today for the full 
amount of his bill, presenting an 
itemized statement. In this state- 
ment he sets forth that he had 
treated Mrs. Blackwell for cancer 
from Sept. 18, 1925, until the day 
of her death.

Asking the Impossible. 
T is impossible, it seems, to 
| J -voive a theory of the golf 
swing which will please every- 
one. One person tells us we must 
do so and so, and another sa\. 
we must do something entirc!: 
different. In the end there can 
exist in our minds nothing bu! 
confusion as to what course we 
must pursue. 

It is quite human, of course, to 
consider that the method which 
has been found through vears of 
experience to be best for us, must 
be best for those whom we seek 

| to instruct. But how impossible 
_ it is to prescribe each and every 
| movement throughout the stroke.

If one could start with the wag- 


gle and go through the entire 


swing precisely in the manner of | 


Walter Hagen or of Johnny Far- 
. rell, he would, of course, hit the 
| ball like Walter Hagen or John- 
ny Farrell. But if he should 
swing his arms like Farrell and 
shift his weight like Hagen, he 
probably would not play at all. 

The reason that golf is such a 
difficult game to teach, is that it 
is a co-ordination of many mov- 
ing forces, and when an instruc- 
|, tor begins to fashion the style of 
his pupil upon his own method, 
in‘ order to attain success. he 
must make over his pupil's swing 
from beginning to end. 


' Different Method Used. 
: O TWO really expert golfers 
N toox.tne same when hitting a 
golf ball, although there may 
be little difference in their skill 
or the result obtained. The golf 
Swing is entirely a matter of 
compensation—making up in one 
part for what is done in another 
part. That is the reason that we 
observe so many different wavs 
of doing the same thing. The 
primary objective, of course, is 
to bring the club onto the ball 
while the. face is straight fo the

hole. If one player hoods his 
club in the backswing, he must 
open it again coming down; and 
similarly, if he opens it going 
back. he must shut it again be- 
fore he reaches the ball. 

Take Jess Sweetser as an ex- 
ample of the first. I make bold 
to say that no more accurate 
iron player ever lived. Jess ap- 
peared to take his club back 
mainly with his shoulders, with 
little turning of the wrists. It is 
this economy of wrist action 
which keeps the blade from turn- 
ing away from the ball, and 
causes it to remain “shut.” It 
is a magnificent swing for a man 
with sufficient height and power 
to handle it—and Jess has both. 

Dr. Paul Hunter, as I remem- 
ber him when I last saw him in 
1921, employed a style which 
was, in principle at least, dia- 
metrically opposed to Sweetser’s. 
Hunter addressed the bal! with 
his iron blade “lying off’ and 
brought it back with a free turn 
of the wrists and shoulders. In 
order to get back to hit the ball, 
not only did the wrist action 
have to be quick, but his right 
shoulder had to come through 
very high, giving the appearance 
of a sort of rolling motion. 


Both Methods Sound. 


OTH methods, while radical- 
B:: different. are absolutely 

sound in principle. They il- 
lustrate most aptly the folly of 
blindly describing any one move- 
ment as a necessary part of th? 
golf stroke. If one attempts to 
say that any one thing must be 
done, then he must tell us how 
to do everything that goes before 
and everything that comes after- 
ward, for all the parts must be 
put together to make the Whole. 
It is unreasonable to expect to 
start at different points and 
reach the same place by the 
same route.

had no language too violent with which t9 
denounce the same Senator Walsh and his 
associates in digging out what is now ad- 
mitted to be the worst corruption in high 
office in the history of the republic. “The 
Montana scandal-mongers.” the Tribune, as 
it then was, called Senators Walsh and 
Wheeler on March 30, 1924. On Jan. 3° 
1924, the investigation was in its eyes 
Democratic Iynching bee”. which was, “in 
plain words, contemptible and disgusting.” 
On Feb. 21 it denounced Senator Wh 
his -attack upon 
Daugherty, saying: 

He turned his back on the rules of fair 
Play and decent conduct that control 
private citizens and, ordinarily, Senators 
of the United States. © * * Senator 
Wheeler would place senatorial coward- 
ice on a par with senatorial courtesy. 
* * * The country is in for a peried of 
wild accusations, rumor-mongering and 
loud-mouthing by little minds. 

It finally agreed with Senator Wheel:r 
that Dau should resign, “not because 
of*the slande rous attacks of Democrats, but 
in spite of them.” Agaim, it said of Mr. 
Wheeler and Mr. Walsh that “these pre- 
cious legislators will doubtless continve te 
violate every rule of decency -and fair play, 
for such is their nature.” And it finally 
spoke of “the preposterous®hearsay of in- 
credible witnesses.”

HE New York Times was not far behind 


its Republican contemporary. When 
Senator Caraway attacked both Albert Fall 
and Edward B. McLean, the Times declared 
that “judicious Democrats” evercwhere 
“must grieve over this Bombastes Furioss. 
for this is but another act of ‘Trying to 
Bamboozle the People.” When Secretary 
Denby was forced out by the oil inves‘iga- 
tors the Times came to his defense, and de- 
clared that “not even his enemies charvre 
him with a sordid use of his office or of 
malfeasance in it.” An it held to this 
viewpoint until the United States Supreme 
Court found that Denby had been guilty of 
most blameworthy lack of fidelity in of- 
fice. Similarly the Times came to the aid 
of Harry Daugherty, declaring that there 
was “something unspeakably mean” abort 
the desire to sacrifice him merely te save 
the party: that he was a sacrifice to Sen- 
ators abler than he but “much meauer.”

conducting the public business.” The New 
York Evening Post. too, was constantly fir- 
ing away at Walsh and Wheeler, calling 
them the “mud-gunners,” and declaring 
that 
There will come a day when Washing- 
ton will recover its now lost sanity. * * * 
For weeks its mud-guns have belched and 
spiashed. What once was a great deiib- 
erative body has been resounding to the 
partisan yelpings of little men and the 
snaps and smaris of character asenssins. 
* * *© The public has been shocked and 
finally disgusted by this brazen extiibi- 
tion of poison-tongued partisanship. 
pure malice and twittering hysteria. 

It is needless to add that the example of 
these metropolitan papers was followed by 
dailies in other cities. So far from uphold- 
ing the hands of the investigators, they 
broke the force of the evidence presented 
by their attacks upon the investigators and 
upon the motives that led to the ineuiry. 
We do not know of a more unworthy cap- 
ter in the history of our journalism We 
do not think that it was a deliberate cor- 
spiracy. We incline to the belief that if was 
pure stupidity, editorial laziness com*ined 
with an utrwillingness to attack the honor 
of “respectable,” wealthy, prominent per- 
sons in high office. 

* 
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UDDENLY, this year, the newspapers 
discovered that Senator Walsh and Sen- 

ator Nye were doing a good job. What 
caused the'change? In the first place, 
there is this year no possibility of a third, 
and an honest, party in the field. In the 
second place, in the years that have elapsed, 
the men like Senators Wheeler, 
Norris, Nye, La Follette and Borah,. who 
place public decency and honor above par- 
ty consideragions and the safety of rascais 
in public office, have steadily pounded away 
and bit by bit brought out more and more 
truth. There is. of course, nothing that hus 
been revealed in this fresh investigation 
that is else than confirmatory of what was 
discovered before. Our editorial protectors 
of wrongdoers cannot allege this tn their 
defense. The simple fact is that the mour- 
tain of evidence has grown so great that it 
cannot be whisted away, *?
